A RemangaprtE ExnuvMation—DIscoveErRy or
rae Bopy or Caxore's Davonrea.—The follow-
ing bit of antiquarinn news 18 from the West
Sussex (England) Gozetle, of u recent date:—
“The most interesting archwologioal disvozery
whioh has ever been made in this peighborhood
took place in the church of Bosham & few days
since,. In continuing the restoration of this
beautiful spocimen of Baxon architectore, #ome
excavations were made in order to lay bure
the bases of the solumns supporting the chancel,
and which are on a4 much lower level than those
of the arcade separating the nave from the alsles,
In laying bare these buses, It wis thought ad-
visable o extend the excavations s little, for
it was just in front ol this arch that tradition
hus uniformly stated that the youthinl daughter
of the Danish King Capute was burled. Just
below the level of Lﬁe old floor »#leb of stono
wue discovered, OCarefnlly the excavation was
carried on, and soon it was found, a8 had been
alrendy conjectured, that this stone covered s
sl stone coftin, Every care was taken, and
the cotfin was alterwards opened in the presenos
ol the Hev. Henry Mitchell, F. 8, A., the Viear
of Bosham, bis son Henry, M1, C, 8turges Jooes,
Surgeon ol Chicheeter, snfl My, Bdgar J, Varley,
an artist of some noté, As goon as the lld—
which was seven inches thick—was raised, the
torm of the child could be distinetly geen, The
figure waa three feet nine inohes in hewght, 5o
that probably the ehild wae not more than five
veurs old. The hand had boeen placed by the
side of the body; the bones, although reducel
to n white dust, could be very clearly traced.
The inside messurement of the coflin was four
feot three inches by lourtsen and ope-half inches
in width ut the st, thirteen inches at the
head, and ten inches at the foot, No [ewelry or
anything of the sort wis fonnd; probably the
child wia too young to be buried with any
personnl ornaments sbout her, This exwraord -
nury discovery fully confirms the tradition thul
thie was toe daughter of Cavute, the form aud
plalnness ot the cofiin Mmeplshing additionn)
proot.”
